The great Fri*d Archer put together something like 
a quarter of a million ixmiids iu a dozen years, and 
had he lMK*n dis|»osed to bind himself down to par- 
ticular stables fabulous fees would have liecii will- 
ingly paid for even the fourth or fifth call on his 
servici-s. Frank Woottou. when hardly fifteen yeats 
old. was in receipt of something like $20,000 for 
various calls u|H>n him, and, iu addition, no doulil, 
gained much more iu iMfrceutages and presen, s.
